Alfange Caught 


Listing 16 businessmen and pro- 
fessionals who “have pledged sup- 
port“ to the projected “Liberal 
Party,” Dean Alfange, chairman of 
the Liberal and Labor Committee, 
yesterday announced that the “new 
Liberal Party is being built on a 
broad base which goes far beyond 
the narrow confines of one partic- 
ular segment of life in our state.” 

The one particular segment whose 
narrow confines Alfange rejects is 
the organized labor movement with 
some 2,000,000 members in New 
York State. 


His statement is considered an 
admission of failure to attract any 
significant labor support for the
